The Buller All-Steel Tractor Saw Frames are all quickly and 
easily attached to the tractors for which they are made. The cast- 
ings are clamped to radiator shell or bolted to frame of tractor and 
hold saw frame absolutely rigid. They come ready to attach to 
tractor. No holes to be drilled or extra bolts required. 


Non-Injurious to Tractor. Our frames are equipped with legs 
which support the entire weight of the logs and relieve tractor of 
any possible strain. This is the only method whereby the strain is 
not on the tractor. 


Instantly and Easily Hooked Up. When moving from job to job 
or cranking tractor, the frame is easily tilted up and held in place 
with a 5€ inch bolt. Entirely out of the way for cranking and re- 
quires no extension crank. The motor may be spun if necessary. 


After attachment castings have been bolted to tractor, which can 
be done in a very few minutes, the saw frame can be attached or de- 
tached very quickly. All there is necessary is to put on or remove 
two bolts. The attachment castings may be left on tractor perma- 
nently as they do not interfere with other work. 


All of our tractor saw frames will take saw blade up to and in- 
cluding 36 inches in diameter. Here is another instant where we are 
ahead of others. Most other makes of tractor frames will take only 
a 30 or 32 inch blade. With our frame, larger logs can be sawed, 
without the necessity of turning them. 


With a Buller All-Steel Saw Frame attached to your tractor, you 
do not have to bring the wood to the saw. It goes wherever your 
wood is located and avoids the necessity of double handling. It is a 
true friend indeed to the busy farmer or Sawyer. 


Once in a while we get an inquiry from a prospective buyer re- 
garding a belt tightener on our tractor saw frames. In this respect 
we wish to say a few words of explanation. 


It is unnecessary to have a device of this kind on the tractor saw 
frames for the reason that a rubber belt stretches only when new. 
The new belt may be cut short enough in the start so that it will do 
all of its stretching on the first job. It can then be cut off and re- 
laced and cut quite short. By placing the belt on pulleys while saw 
frame is tilted up, and frame lowered, it tightens the belt and acts as 
a belt tightener, in itself. 


Equipping all of our tractor saw frames with a belt tightener 
would add considerably to the cost and we do not think it is worth 
while the added expense.
